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A new Declaration 


OF THE 


LORDS and COMMONS 
in Parliament. 


@F a\@ Hereas in a Paper inſcribed, To 
A\ Our truftie ————— » the 
Lord Major, Aldermen, and She- 
$ riffs of the City of London, dated 
p ez the 14 of June, 1642. Itis af- 
- — firmed, that great labour is uſed 
to perſwade His Majeſties SubjeQs to raiſe 
Horſe, and to furniſh Money, upon pretence of 
a Guard for-rhe Parliament, but in truth to be 
imployed againſt His Majeſtie ; The Lords and 
Commons do declare, That the defign of thoſe 
Propoſitions is, as was formerly declared , ro 
..A 2 maintain 
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« maintain abi Peres Reins 3 — n= 
Authority and Perſon in His _— 1onity, 
the free courſe of Juſtice, the Laws of the 
Land, the Peace- of the Kingdom , and Privi- 
ledges of Parliament , againſt; any force which 
ſhall oppoſe them. 

And they do further declare, That as rhe for- 
ces already attending His Majeſtic, and the pre- 
paration which His Mjeſtte 15 now making, of 
Arms, Horle, and Ordinance from within His 
Kingdom, and without, at firſt coloured under 
rhe pretenceof 8 Guard, do evidently appear to 
be intended for ſome great and extraordinary de- 
ſign; ſo they give juſt cauſe of Fear and Jealouſic 
tothe Parliament : And do: fully juſificithoſe 
Votes of the Kings Intention of levying War 
againſt the Parliament, to be altogether free 
from any Imputation of Scandall, as is injuri- 

ouſly caſt upon thein by that Paper. 
' For, fo long 8s His Majeſtic ſhall continue 
thoſe levies and preparations, (The Eords and 
Commons it Parliament having been ſo often 
- threatned and reviſed for their proceedings about 
Hull; 'and the 241{:ta-, ſo heceſſirily underta- 
* ken for the good and peace of the Kingdom) 
they cannot be ſecured by His Majeſties ſolemn 
Proteſtarion alone, exprefled in this and other 
Deelarttions, That all His deſires and/ purpoſes

ca{ion tobelecve, That.by protecting. the Laws, 
His Majeſtie inrendethy Force. upon, or againſt 
thoſe who ſhall ſubmirto.the Ordinance of the 
Ailitja ;, And becaule it appears by divers ex- 
-preſons. and proceedings, of His. Majeſtie, be 
_ hath diſcovered: am, Intention of. making fome 
Atrempt upon Hull... :, - LS 
» In;both: which: caſes they. do .declite, ' That 
whatſoever violence ſhall be ufed, either againſt 
thoſe whoexerciſe this 2z/rtze, oragainſt Hall, 
they cannor but take it as done againſt the Par- 
liament._. .. 
' And whereasthe Houſes have upon loane re- - 
ceived great ſums 'of. Monev, for the ſervice of 
Trel1nd, from the Companies of the Ciry of 
London , -(for:which they give them grear and 
hearty thanks) They. do declare, That theſe ſums 
ſhall be diſpended- asthe former have been, to 
chat onely fervice, notwithſtanding an Inſinua- 
tion laying a8 aſperbon upon them, as. it they 

had done otherwile. . | 
Further, whereas it 15.declared, to the great 
reproach of Eafftamenty That the ſums defired 
towards.the railing.of 1 and Arms, 45.c0n- 
trived; upon generall pretences by ſome few fa- 
Rious Perſons, we leave it tothe world to judge, 
ow 
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how it is poflible the Houſe ſhould have all 
their ſeeing divers of them are by His 
Majeſtic ſummoned to Terk, and there, contrary 
ro the Laws of the Land, and the Priviledges of 
Parliament detained, nay proteted from the Ju- 
Rice of both Houſes. 
And ſecondly, how that can poſſibly be called 
a Fa&tion which is doneby borh Houſes of Par- 
liament; thegreateſt Court of England, the moſt 
faithfull Councell 'His Majeſty harh. But ar 
ſuch language as this they wonder not, conſide- 
ring by whar wicked Councel His Majeſties Af- 
faires are Gnided-and by what Malignant ſpirits 
His Majeſties aﬀeCtions to. the Parliament of 
late have been miſled. 
Both Houſes well weighing the premiſes, Do 
_ forbid any Majors, Sheriffs, Bailiffs, or other 
Officers. whatſoever, to publiſh or ſpread that 
Paper, as they will anſwer their Contempt to 
the Parliament. And do afſurethemſelves, rhat 
netther His Majeſties Commands, nor His 
Threats, will with-draw or deter men, well affe- 
ed to the Publike, from doing their Duty in 
Contributing ſuch Money, Horſe and Plate, as 
will be neceſſary for the preſerving the Being of 
the Parliament, the Peace of the Kingdome, and 
thoſe other Ends before mentioned ; for which 
they are deſired. The dangerous and miſchie- 
vous Intentions of ſome about His Majeſty, be- 
mg ſnch, That -whatſoever-is moſt -precious to 
men 
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men of Conſcience and Honour, as w__ 
berty, and publique Safety, are like to be over- 
whckued , and loſt in the generall Confuſion 
and Calamity of the Kingdom, which will not 
only queſtion, but over-throw the Charter of the 
Ciry of Loxdon,expoſe the Citizens, their wives 
and children to violence and villary,and leave the 
Wealth of that famous Ciry as 2 prey to thoſe 
deſperate and neceffitous perſons. 

The Lords and Commons as they hope by this 
meanes thoſe horrid miſchiefes may be preven- 
ted : So thoſe of the City (which contribute 
hereunto). (whereof none are ſo mean and Baſe 
as to deſerve the reproaches caſt on them by that 
Paper) and all His Majeſties good Subjedts may 
be aſſured that in doing their duty herein, they 
ſhall be Proteted and ſecured in their perſons, 
Liberties, and eſtares, by the Power and Autho- 
rity of both Houſes of Parliament, according to 
their former Engagements which they will ever 
faithfully performe. "IC 
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
